The Council of the Seventh Legislative Assembly of Oklahoma 
Territory convened in the Council Chamber, prepared by the Secretary 
of the Territory, in the City of Guthrie, at 2 o'clock p. m on Tuesday, 
January 13, 1908, as provided by law.

Whereas, the Secretary of Agriculture by an order issued in the 
year 1908, by the Bureau of Animal Industry of the Department of 
Agriculture, has acorded certain quarantine privileges to the coun- 
ties er portion of the counties of Roger Mills, Washita, Canadian and

Whereas, it is believed by your memorialists that certain territory 
in the counties of Lincoln, Payne, Comanche, Kiowa, Caddo, Kay, No- 
ble, Pawnee and Logan and portions of other counties lying east and 
south of the Federal Quarantine Line are reasonably safe and free 
from infection, and entitled to the privileges accorded the above men- 
tioned counties, therefore, be it, ' 


Resolved, That your memorialists request the Live Stock Sanitary 
Commission of the Territory of Oklahoma to communicate with the 
Secretary of Agriculture for the purpose of securing a joint examina- 
tion and inspection of the counties of' Payne, Lincoln, Comanche, 
Kiowa, Caddo, Kay, Noble, Pawnee and Logan in the Territory of 
Oklahoma and such other territory lying east and south of and adja- 
cent to the said Federal Quarantine line where it runs along the right- 
of-way of the Atchison, Topeka, and Santa Fe Railroad and if said 
territory shall be found upon said examination and inspection to 
be reasonably free and safe from infection or danger to stock, that 


i 
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an effort be made to secure from the Secretary of Agriculture an 
order granting the same privileges to the said counties of Lincoln, 
Payne, Comanche, Kiowa, Caddo, Kay, Noble, Pawnee and Logan and 
other territory as are now granted to the said counties of Washita, Roger 
Mills and Canadian. 


Mr. Hickam moved the adoption of the Resolution as read. The 
motion prevailed.

Whereas, the shipment of Southern cattle infected with fever 
ticks into the Kaw reservation has made the rang of native cattle haz- . 
ardous and impracticable, and, 


Whereas, the Kaw Reservation has been allotted to the Indians 
ir severalty and divided amongst the members of the tribe, the allot- 
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ments and other lands being rented to farmers and stock raisers who are 
desirous of raising native cattle, we, 


Therefore, petition that the shipment of Southern cattle into the 
Kaw Reservation be prohibited by law. 


Moved by Mr. Woolsey that the petition be received by the Coun- 
cil and transmitted to the House as requested by the Governor. The 
motion prevailed. 


The President presented to the Council House Joint Memorial No. 
1, requesting the Secretary of the Interior to pay to the County Treas- 
urers of Caddo, Comanche and Kiowa counties the unexpended funds 
derived from the sale of town lots in the cities of Anadarko, Lawton 
and Hobart for the use of the counties from which said funds were 
derived. 


At the request of Mr. Winkler, the Resolution was laid over for 
one day under the Rules. 


The President presented to the Council House Concurrent Resolu- 
tion No. 2, providing for a joint committee of two members from the 
House and one from the Council to investigate and report on facts 
concerning the care and custody of the Oklahoma convicts. The Reso- 
lution went over for one day under the Rules.

First: Because in line 8, page 1, of said bill there is an exemption 
for one year of the proceeds of the voluntary sale of the homestead 
without further limitation. This to my mind is legislation by which 
the debtor may profit to the hurt of the creditor and the dishonoring of 
his honest debts. To my mind it should go no further than the pro- 
tection of the family from want. | 


Second : The existing law as re-enacted by this measure [exempts] all 
household and kitchen furniture without limitation. This opens the 
way to fraud and allows the family of the dishonest debtor not only 


the necessaries but many of the luxuries of life. 


Third. Line 11 of the bill, page 2, re-enacts the present law ex- 
empting five milk-cows and calves. This is more than a family needs 
and more than any man cares to milk. 


Fourth. Line 12, page 2, of said bill re-enacts the present law 
exempting a yoke of oxen. Oklahoma people don’t drive oxen and 
the exemption should be stricken out. 


Fifth: Line 14, page 2, of said bill re-enacts the present law, 
exempting a buggy or carriage. A farm wagon is the only means 
of conveyance for many honest men and their families and I am op- 
posed to making it possible for a dishonest man to drive a finer equip- 
page. 

Sixth: Line 15, of page 2, of said bill re-enacts the present law 
exempting one gun. I am opposed to making it possible for a dishonest 
man to hold $50,000 worth of property.and then giving him a gun 
to stand off his creditors. It was my purpose to offer amendments to 
said bill on its final passage covering all these matters; this in my 
ignorance of matters parliamentary I thought I could do under Rule 40, 
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which says in part, “This the president shall announce as the third 
reading of the bill The question shall then be ‘Shall the bill pass," i 
which shall be put immediately unless amendments are offered thereto.” 
The Council would not allow me to offer said amendments.
